Scope of Audit 


Included in the audit and examination were the 
accounts and records of the Board of Selectmen, Tax Col- 
lector, Town Clerk, Road Agent, Trustees of Trust Funds 
and Library Treasurer. 


Financial Statements 
Comparative Balance Sheets — December 31, 1944 - 


December 31, 1945: (Exh. I) 


Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 
1944, and December 31, 1945, as revised, are presented 
in Exhibit I. As indicated therein a decrease of $2,021.48 
in Net Debt took place during the year.

$949.46, less a net overdraft of appropriations of $156.37 
resulted in a net budget surplus of $793.09.

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Audit Procedure 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged 
with the custody, receipt and disbursement of public 
funds were examined and audited. Vouchers and can- 
celled checks were compared with supporting invoices 
and payrolls as well as entries in the books of record. 


Receipts were checked by source and totals of receipts 


and expenditures verified. Proof of the Treasurer’s bal- 
ance as of August 10, 1946, is indicated in Schedule K. 


; a 
Tax Accounts 


The tax warrant accounts of Collector Claflin for the 
levies of 1946, 1945, 1944 and 1943, were audited. Sum- 
maries of these accounts as of December 31, 1945, are 
included in Schedules C, D and E, and as of ‘August 10, 
1946, in Schedules L. M and N. 

Examination of the tax sales accounts was GRewiee 
made. A summary shdwing the activity in the tax sales 
accounts for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1945, is 
presented in Schedule F, and for the period from Janu- 
ary Ist to August 10th, 1946, in Schedule O. 

A summary statement of the special poll tax account 
for the levies of 1944 and 1945, as of December 31, 1945, 
is included in Exhibit V. 


Town Clerk 


The accounts of the Town Clerk were examined and 
audited. All funds received by the Clerk on account of 
the issuance of motor vehicle permits and dog licenses 
were properly accounted for through remittances to the 
Treasurer, fees retained or cash on hand. Summaries of 
these accounts appear in Schedules G and P. 


Road Agent » 


The payrolls and checks issued by Road Agent Bates 
during the year ended I‘ecember 31, 1945, and the per- 
iod from January 1st to May 18th, 1946, were examined. 
Summarized statements of the Road Agent’s accounts, 
including reconciliation of bank balances as of December 


31, 1945, and May 18, 1946, are included in Schedules 


H and Q. 
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When the new Road Agent, Chester D. Pike, took 
over his duties this year, the practise of advancing high- 
way funds to the Road Agent in lump sum amounts was 
discontinued in accordance with the recommendation 
made in our last audit report. All payments to highway 
sien ah are now made by regular town orders and 
checks. 


Trust Funds 


The trust fund accounts were examined and the total 
amount of principal and unexpended income, as of De- 
cember 31, 1945, was verified as being on deposit in the 
Dartmouth Savings Bank and the Dartmouth National 
Bank. (Schedule J) 


Library Treasurer 


The receipts and expenditures of the Treasurer of 
the Library were checked and the Treasurer’s bank bal- 
ance reconciled as of December 31, 1945. (Schedule I) 


Surety Bonds 


“The surety bonds of the town officers, who are re- 
quired by law to furnish bonds, were examined and 
found to be correct in form and sufficient in amount. A 
list of the officials, the amounts of their bonds and the 
surety companies, will be found in Schedule R. 


General Comments 


It is recommended that a book record be kept by the 
Selectmen of all abatements allowed. The practise of issu- 
ing individual abatement slips for each abatement made 
should be continued, but inasmuch as these are some- 
times lost or destroyed, there should also be a permanent 
book record of abatements. 

It is required by Chapter 59, Section 31, of the Re- 
vised Laws, that Tax Collectors make an annual report to 
the town after the close of the fiscal year. This report 
should contain: 

(1) Summaries of the tax warrants for current and 

previous year’s tax levies. 

(2) Summaries of the tax sale accounts — current 

and previous years. 
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(8) Detailed lists of uncollected taxes on current 
and previous years’ warrants. 
(4) Detailed lists of unredeemed taxes of the cur- 
rent and previous years’ tax sales. 
These summaries, as well as the detailed lists of un 
collected and unredeemed taxes, should be available to 
the auditors at the time of the annual audit. 


Conclusion 


With the exception of the incomplete accounts of 
the former Road Agent, the accounts and records of all 
town officials which were examined were found in good 
condition and the accounting procedure conformed to the 
uniform system prescribed by this Division. 


The provisions of Sec. 31, Chapter 211, of the Laws 
of 1939, require that this report or a summary of its es- 
sential features shall be published in the next Annual 
town report. This letter of transmittal should be included 
in its entirety but the inclusion of Exhibits and Schedules ° 
is optional. 

We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of 
Lyme for their assistance during the course of the audit.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Lyme: 


Survey. The school problems of Lyme need to be 
carefully studied with the thought of making changes 
within a five year period. An impartial committee should 
be employed to make a study of the needs and then make 
recommendations to the School Board. This body, in turn, 
could bring the matter to the attention of the community. 
This procedure would enable us to get expert opinion for 
the solution of a complex problem. 


State Aid. Small communities stand to benefit great- 
ly if the proposed plan of State Aid is passed in the Legis- 
lature. Lyme would receive slightly more than $5,000 
additional if the present plan is adopted. This is called to 
the attention of the citizens of Lyme so that they may 
study the proposal and then indicate their attitude to 
their representatives in the Legislature. 


Teachers. One of the difficulties facing us is the real 
shortage of well trained teachers. The supply and de- 
mand figures are fairly well known, and this places each 
community in a vulnerable position. Adequate salaries 
are only one means of attracting and holding desirable 
teachers. The acute housing situation and the attitude of 
the people in the community toward teachers are also 
very important. This is a plea for people to open their 
homes and their hearts as we attempt a cooperative solu- 
tion, of a difficult problem. 


Budget. The budget for 1947-1948 shows a sharp rise 
“in many items. In light of the present economic situation 
and keeping in mind the demand for better school serv- 
ices it is only natural for this rise to take place. This 
budget has been and will be discussed for the benefit of 
many local groups. In this manner it is hoped the citi- 
zenry will have the facts and figures as they indicate 
their opinion at the annual school district meeting. 


School Board. The School Board members of Lyme 
are a sincere, conscientious group attempting to set up 
policies in keeping with the will of the people they rep- 
resent. They need your encouragement and support. So 
do I. We know full well that “teamwork” pays. The same 
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thing will be true when there is a cooperative, under- 
standing attitude on the part of all persons concerned 
with the welfare of the boys and girls of Lyme. 


School Lunch Program. Beginnings have been made 
in providing suitable lunches for the children in the 
Chesley and Center schools. The problem at the Plain 
school needs further study. The possibilities of using the 
Church facilities might be considered until such time as 
the school can house the program. 


P.T.A. The revival of the P.T.A. has been one of the 
most important things that has happened in Lyme this 
year. Through this means the community has been drawn 
together with attention focused on improved educational] - 
facilities for all children. This organization can exert a 
real influence in the community and it is hoped that the 
initial interest will be sustained.
